REPORTS INDICATE 
H 
i 
TREATING INSANE 


Unusual progress in the treatment 
of the insane of Ohio ha> r< 
lied in 
a remarkable showing as regards the 
number of recoveries 
for the 
past 
year based on the admissions to the 
seven state hospitals for Insane. Re­ 
ports are now being compiled at the 
office of the board of administration 
which show 1 hat the percentage of re­ 
coveries was 24.42 per cent., while 
the number of deaths was only 5.5 > 
durinir the past year 
Since the first asylum for the in­ 
sane was established in Ohio 9,,337 
of its residents have been confined 
there. 
Of this nuinber 24,446 have 
died while in the institutions, 32,98« 
have been discharged as recovered. 
14,474 
discharged 
as 
improved 
and 
10,818 show that no change was noted 
in their condition after being adm it­ 
ted to the institution for treatm ent. 
The total removals from the hospitals 
since they, were first started was 85,- 
114. leaving the population on June 
30, 12,223, the 
largest it 
has ever 
been in the history of the state. 
In c re a se * W ith Age. 
Another 
interesting 
point 
taken 
from these reports is that more per­ 
sons are adjudged insane between the 
ages of 50 and 60 years than at any 
other age. 
During the past year only 
four persons under the 
age 
of 15 
years were admitted to state insane 
hospilals. 
During the 
sam e 
period 
143 over the ages of 70 years were 
admitted. 
Between the ages 
of 15 
and 20 
vears, 55 were adjudged insane: be­ 
tween 20 and 25, 234: over 26 and un­ 
der 30, 24 4; between 35 and 40, 285: 
while 301 were between 50 and 60 
years of age and 191 between 60 and 
70 years. 
Of the total admissions to the in­ 
sane hospitals, 52,874 have been men 
and 44,463 women. 
The reports show 
that m ore married than single per­ 
sons are sent 
to the 
asylums for 
treatm ent, and that very few baehe- 
ors or widows are committed there. 
C a r e is B ig Problem . 
The 
board 
of 
administration 
is 
finding one of its hardest problems in 
caring for this large number of in­ 
sane. 
While more than 500 have been 
ransferred to the new hospital for 
.he criminal insane at Lima, the pa­ 
tients are sleeping on the floors and 
in the corridors of several of the hos­ 
pitals and there is no hope for imme­ 
diate relief. 
New buildings and addi­ 
tions are to he erected, but they will 
not be ready for occupancy for anoth­ 
er year or two at the earliest.

ity companies this week. 
In testing the right of liability com­ 
panies to operate as at present in 
Ohio, Attorney General Turner 
will 
have associated with him former At­ 
torney General

Slogan and 
George B. Okey, both of whom repre­ 
sent the Ohio Federation of I«abor. 
The suit is brought at the request of 
the State Industrial commission. 
Attorney General Turner will seek
